CUTWORM FORCAST 

The 1965 cutworm forecast, re¬ 
leased by the Canada Department 
of Agriculture research stations, 
indicates pale western cutworm in¬ 
festations will occur again next 
spring in Southern and Eastern 
Alberta. 

The area concerned is bounded 
by Del Bonita, Macleod, Vulcan, 
Three Hills, Castor and the Sask¬ 
atchewan border. Last spring in¬ 
festations were high in localized 
areas of southern Alberta but the 
timely use of field sprays prevent¬ 
ed serious damage to cereal crops. 

J. B. Gurba, Supervisor of Crop 
Protection and Pest Control with 
the Provincial Department of Ag¬ 
riculture, advises farmers in the 
forecast area to leave their sum- 
merfallow land undisturbed from 
the beginning of August until the 
15th of September. This means 
chemical and cultural weed control 
should be completed by the end of 
July or as soon after this date as

FOIL — 

A Ml'LTI PURPOSE MATERIAL 

A common material in today’s 
kitchen is aluminium foil. How¬ 
ever, its use has extended beyond 
the kitchen to uses around the 
house and for outdoor living. 

Protect your vegetables, fruits 
and berries from birds with strips 
of foil. Attach to strings running 
along rows or hung from trees. 
Strips whirl at the slightest breeze 
and reflect the light in many 
directions, frightening birds away. 

Cleaning out a roller paint tray 
is messy work. Why not eliminate 
this chore by lining the tray with 
a sheet of foil. When painting is 
finished, simply throw away the 
foil. 

Cracked eggs can still be boiled 
if wrapped in foil to prevent the 
egg white from escaping. 

And. of course, foil has moved 
outdoors. It can be found being 
used for wrapping corn, potatoes

and many one dish meals to be 
cooked in the coals of a camp fire, 
or barbecue. 

Foil may serve as your pan on 
which to cook pancakes. Place a 
double thickness of foil on the 
grill two inches above the hot 
coals. Grease the foil lightly and 
drop your favorite pancake batter 
on to. it. 

Your broiler pan may be lined 
with foil to give you ease in clean¬ 
ing. If a pie shows signs of run¬ 
ning over in the oven, slip a piece 
of foil on the rack below. Nevei 
cover the oven bottom or an en¬ 
tire shelf with foil. This will in¬ 
terfere with the heat pattern and 
may damage your range.
